For some architects, particularly those who have 

become synonymous with high-profile projects – such as Frank Gehry or 

Richard Meier – Filler uses a single signature building to shed light on the 

architect by reading its structure and features as representative of their style. 

For others – such as Louis Sullivan and Frank Lloyd Wright design 

philosophy is his focus. Filler demonstrates how their aesthetic vision 

shaped everything they created, from furniture and fixtures to  

residences and office buildings. The result is magnificent from start to 

finish. Filler writes elegant prose that captures the feeling of these buildings 

in a way that makes the illustrations almost unnecessary. He also discusses

Today, 

with the added stress of human interference, irreversible changes could 

threaten the habitability of our planet. For example, drought and fire could 

cause the Amazon rainforest to disappear; huge amounts of methane,  

a greenhouse gas that can be 100 times more powerful than carbon dioxide, 

could be released by the meltdown of Siberian peat; and aerosol emissions  

in India and China could end the indispensable Asian monsoon.

The result is an 

interesting blend of biography, history and personal memoir about  

American women’s past and present. The book incorporates portraits of  

19
th

-century activists and artists along with contemporary pioneers like 

Condoleezza Rice, Madeleine Albright, Barbara Walters, Cokie Roberts,  

and Lynne Cheney. Hutchison calls these women heroines on grounds  

that they have not only excelled in their fields, but have also set new 

benchmarks for the succeeding generations. The achievements of these 

heroines and their commitment and courage, she writes, have overcome 

existing prejudices and have shaped the destiny of America as a nation.  

This inspirational book will prove to be an interesting read to a wide
